a fluent speaker, gave a 
number of reasons why the people of 
India are anything but satisfied with 
things as they now are. 

Our people chafe, he said, under a 
great sense of injustice when they 
compare, as they frequently do, the 
salary paid to the Viceroy, who gets 
$260 per day, while the Average peas¬ 
ant gets only two cents a day. An¬ 
other grievance is the inability of the 
people to own any land, only able to 
lease what iB tilled from seven to fif¬ 
teen years. He also referred to the 
failure of the British government to 
prohibit the sale of opium thereby 
undermining the morale of the people 
But don’t think, said the lecturer, 
that there is nothing for which we 
feel indebted to the British. We think 
with gratitude of what has been done 
in the way of irrigation, our system 
being the largest in the world. We 
are also grateful for the spirit ot^in- 
ity which has been fostered and 
which has resulted in so much good. 
We don’t want as many suppose, com¬ 
plete separation from the British Em¬ 
pire, but we would like to have a sta¬ 
tus similar to that enjoyed by the 
people of Canada. This, we believe, 
would be best for England and India 
alike.

In every riding “two 
dollars” was considered a fair market 
price for votes though sometimes it 
rose to five.

He 
was known always to be in the po¬ 
litical market, with over-charging for 
his service. One election before par¬ 
ties neglected him, and just fifteen 
minutes before the polls closed a 
henchman o‘f one of the parties rush¬ 
ed up to ole Moses’ shack: “Why 
have you not voted Mose,” he asked. 
“Well you see it’s this way, I ain't 
been just properly canvassed yet.” 
'So no time was lost in “canvassing” 
Mose and toting him to the polls. 

Hansard Stories 

Hansard writers have an easier 
time than in the older days. There 
is less oratory and less classical ref¬ 
erence. Clipped from Hansard of a 
by-gone generation is this effusion:

HEALTH DISTRICT 

With the likelihood of High River 
district chosen as one of the two ex¬ 
perimental points in Alberta to dem¬ 
onstrate the service realized from a 
full time health unit, local people will 
be interested in the development of 
this work- in other provinces. 

B. C. has four health units; Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba has started 
one each. In Quebec some seventeen 
!of these units have been established, 
and the following statement gives an 
j indication of results in Quebec. 

"These units have been specializing 
in infantile mortality, tuberculosis 
and contagious diseases and in every 
case the deaths have shown a notice¬ 
able drop.” , 

The Health 'Unit for example in 
Beaver County, Quebec, consists of 
M.H.O.’s, three Public Health Nurses, 
a Sanitary Inspector and secretary. 
The cost is divided between Munici¬ 
palities, Provincial Government and 
Rockefeller Foundation. And the re¬ 
sult at this one point? 

“It has been established for three 
years. In 1926, there were 643 deaths 
from general causes in the district. 
Last year this dropped to 487—a sav¬ 
ing of 156 lives. Infant mortality 
was reduced from 213 to 160. Tuber¬ 
culosis from 56 to 51, and contagious 
diseases deaths from 86 to 27. 

Similar statements come from oth¬ 
er fields. 

Local District .. 

The Southern Alberta district map¬ 
ped out as a possible District Health 
-Unit embraces the following munici¬ 
pal districts: 158, 169, 189, 190, 191; 
villages of Blackie and Cayley; towns 
High Riv^r, Nartton, Okotoks, Vulcan 
Improvement District No. 160. 

A meeting has been arranged in 
High Rivt*r for August 15 at 8 p.ln. 
in the town hall to ascertainHhe feel¬ 
ing of the residents in this project 
l>r. P. W. Covington, western repre¬ 
sentative of the Rockefeller Founda¬ 
tion and Dr. M. R. Bow, Deputy Min¬ 
ister of Health, will adtjress the 
meeting. 

At least one representative of 
councils, boards or organizations are 
invited and urged to be present at the 
meeting. Invitations have been is¬ 
sued to Muncipal Councils, School 
Districts, Women’s Institutes, U. F. 
A.’s and U-F.W.A.’s' 

The ultimate choice of districts to 
enjoy the benefit of this project will 
depend naturally upon the active in¬ 
terest and co-operation of the dis¬ 
tricts before whom the plan is placed. 

An'opportunity to enjoy this very 
advanced public health scheme does 
not come every day. Everyone ts 
urged to attend and learn the condi¬ 
tions under which the Province, Rock¬ 
efeller Foundation and local districts 
unite to carry out this advanced and 
beneficial scheme for the betterment 
of community health. 

. Quite a number of clouds have hov¬ 
ered'from time to time over the Sun¬ 
shine trait. 

It is to be hoped that when the 
harvest starts, the farmers will come 
to the rescue of townspeople and give 
the local out of works a chance before 
patronizing Calgary talent.
